— Three hundred 
houses and sonio largo warehouses were 
destroyed- by firo at Uad/.i Willow, Una- 
nia, and 3,00*0 people (fro. homeless, The 
Russian steamer Moscow was sunk by a 
boiler explosion and '-'00 men lost. 

A conflict occurred en the railway be- 
tween peasants and laborers at Damhrom, 
district of Doltr.an, and fourteen persons 
were killed. 

New York, July 21 —A Ifontltl's cable 
from St. Petersburg says: Alter having 
been ton times countermanded, the pre- 
parations for the coronation of tho czar 
are being actively pushed forward. The 
ceremony will positively take place at tho 
end of August. Sovereigns will only bo 
represented by envoys extraordinary and 
not by relatives. The emperor of Russia 
has been influenced in fixing the date of 
the coronation for August by certain pro- 
ceedings of tho party of tho Grand Duke 
Constantino, which was beginning to de- 
velop themselves, and the phrase of "The 
deposition of the uncrowned sovereign" 
us frequently to be heard. Placed in tho 
alternative of either losing his life or his 
crown, the czar prefers to expose the first 
to save both. . Mo ono pretends that tho 
emperor will proceed to tho coronation 
with tho intention of giving a constitu- 
tion and proclaiming anmesty. Thoso 
who know hia character say that his only 
sentimeni will be that of angor. We may 
soon expect ill Russia grave events, for 
ul tho sound of the lirst revolutionary 
cannon that's fired Germany, without any 
preliminary form whatever, will occupy 
the Baltic provinces and then annex 
them. This has been told and repeated 
to tho emperor by a number of well in- 
formed people. 

London, July "I -The Time* says: The 
licenso that American criminal laws allow- 
to dynamite projectors is a scandal and a 
shamo to American logislal ion. A more 
enormous scandal is tho attitude which 
public opinion in America assumes to- 
ward thorn. Nevor was there a national 
opinion so inquisitive and keen, which 
could have shown itself mure fooblo and 
inert in defense of public morality than 
opinion in America since the dynamite 
school became notorious. Americans 
must determine if they will continue to 
bo subject to this reproach. 

London, July 24— John Dillon, speak- 
ing at Mallow, said if sixty honest mem- 
bers were returned to parliament to sup- 
port- Darnell, they would rondor the re- 
pression of crime bill inoperative. For 
every man arrested under the hill thoy 
would waste two days in tho house of 
commons, and when they were enabled 
to understand the working's of land cor- 
porations, they would organize such ma- 
chinery as to dofeat it.

LICK AND Mil T. DAVIE. 

Tho action of 11 h- i>"lice magistrate in 
placing tho superintendent of provincial 
police under bonds 10 keep tho peace 
marks a new era in politics in this coun- 
try. Mr. Todd and those under him are 
-•.worn and paid officers of the police, who 
aro 'expressly inhibited by iitatute from 
tnterferin^' in politics; yet in Hpite of this 
»vholcsomo law... on .Saturday night, while 
Mr. T. Davie was addressing a large and 
influential meeting at the theatre, no was 
frequently interrupted by a Mr. Ford, 
who is ono of Mr. 'Todd's subordinate 
officials at the gaol. Exasporatod at last 
hy tho interruptions, the speaker ad- 
ministered a severe rebuke to tho 
author of tho disturbance. In doing 
hO ho referred to tho superior officer 
of tho offender, and, judging per- 
haps from analogy, remarked that if 
.Mr. Todd were present, he too, would 
have done the sarao thing. Now, what 
happened on tho following (Sunday) 
morning? Mr. Todd meeting Mr. Davie 
on tho street, applied abusivo q>ithots to 
him and threatened to •'break his jaw." 
ilor.o was a police officer- being paid to 
proBeri'o tho poaco, supplementing tho 
misconduct of his officer on the evening 
previous, and, armed with the majesty of 
the law and a big stick, actually justifying 
the remark Mr. Davie had made in a mo- 
ment of groat provocation. The public 
wero not surprised ro hear that Mr. 
Davie brought tho superintendent before 
i he magistrate, .and that tho latter has 
lieen put under bonds; The most sur- 
prising part of the whole affair, however, 
is, first, the failure of the superintendent 
of police to suspend I ho officer, who fla- 
grantly broke the law and attempted to 
stifle free speech; and second, \ha in- 
action of tho govornmortt in not suspend- 
ing the superintendent of police for 
threatening to talce tho law into his own 
hands. It is scarcely necessary to add 
that this state of things must not be al- 
lowed to continue. N'o mat tor on what 
iide of politics a ttpeakcr may bo, he is 
untitled to protection from insult and 
violence, especially so from the officers 
of the law. In an) 1 case the officers of 
the law cannot become aggressors without 
remloring themselves liable to severe 
punishment. The late difficulty is the 
natural outgrowth of " terrorist ' ideas 
that havo acquired strength under 
tho now happily defunct government; 
and which it will bo tho duty" of tho in- 
coming government to dispel as quickly 
(13 possible.

An extraordinary nihilist story i.s 
told by the St. Petersburg correspond- 
ent of the Voltaire, published in Paria: 
"Shortly after the opening of the Mos 
cow exhibition, which was recently in- 
augurated by the Grand Duke Vladi- 
mir, a young man demanded nn mirti- 
enco of the Chief of Police at St. 
Petersburg. Ho refused to state his 
errand to any of the subordinate ofli- 
eials, so after being carefully .searched 
he was admitted lo the presence of the 
General. Here he stated at once that 
he was sent by the Revolutionary 
party, and explained his mission in 
tho following terms: ''The Lmipcror is 
prevented from going to Moscow, by 
his fear of our schemes. His droad 
will cease to be justified whenover he 
grantsa constitution. Then he need 
fear no conspiracy, ami can go in safety 
wherever he pleases. It has failen to 
my lot to inform you that if the Em- 
peror persists in his reactionary policy 
nothing can save him. Neither my 
I'ricnda nor myself wish to murder hint 
treacherously. Alexander III i.s 
warned as was Alexander II. Wo do not 
assassinate, but wo render justice.' At 
this point of tho intorview tho polico offi- 
cer seemed anxious to call in assistance, 
but the young nihilist stopped him and 
added: "I do not wish to be subjected to 
the indignity of torture. In coming here 
I have sacrificed my life. I could have 
killed you, but wt do not commit murders 
uselessly. 1 With these words the youth 
steppod back a few paces and knocked two 
large buttons, with which his" cuffs were 
fnstenod, against his forehead. The but- 
tons, being full of an explosive substance, 
burst and inflicted such wounds on tho 
young man that he expirod in a few mo- 
ments, leaving no trace as to his identity. 
This aensational incident has reminded the 
public that the murder of Alexander II 
was preceded by similar warning' . "

San Francisco, July 26— Capt Itoper, 
of the steamer Anjor Head, was acquitted 
to-day in the U. S. District Court of the 
chargo of resisting an officer. Capt. 
Roper was arrested somo time ago on 
the charge of kicking Ohan Pak \Vai, a 
Custom IIoU3o interpreter, while that in- 
dividual was on the board the Anjor 
Head in the dischargo of his duties. 

San Francisco, July 20. — At an early 
hour this morning UQicer Riley discov- 
ered a man in the act of burglarizing a 
house at the lower end of Montgomery 
streot. Tho burglar, perceiving tho 
officer, fled and was hotly pursued by 
Riley. . Failing to overtake the fleeing 
burglar, or get him to halt, Riley drew a 
pistol and fired. The burglar suddenly 
wheoled and shot at his pursuer, tho ball 
taking effect in the thigh, inflicting a 
tle'sh wound. The thief then made his 
escape.

The example set hy the missionary, 
Rev. John G. l>rady, in jumping the 
government reserve at Sitka, is having a 
very pernicious effect. -Brady acted in 
open defiance of tho authorities and the 
Russians arc following suit, and under 
the impression that if Brady can fence in 
valuable government land in the centro 
of the town they should havo the same 
privilege, a piece of ground nearly Roulli 
of what Brady has squatted has been 
jumped by a Russian creole, and tho ox- 
missionary supplied him with mali rial to 
fence it in. 

Deaths among the Russian Creoles from 
the plague, a combination of scarlet fever 
and measles, continue with unabated 
vigor, causing much destruction and want 
of the actual necessities of life, and only 
a lack of material will cause a cessation. 
The mortality that exists among those 
unfortunate and helpless creatures, is 
simply fearful. 

The Russian priest Ncelropalsky has 
gone through tho usual formula of the 
Greek church in, blessing all the springs, 
sprinkling them with holy water, and ex- 
orcising tho evil spirit, but took good care 
to send his wife and children away on tho 
Idaho. 

The Wachusetts is still at Wrangol. 
The dossier is surveying in the neighbor- 
hood of Tongass. 

Mining matters look favorable. Tho 
placers are turning out well and new dig- 
gings are reported to havo been discov- 
ered near Bemen bay. A large number 
of minors came up on tho Idaho, a party 
of 12 being from the Tombstone district 
in Arizona. 

On tho 3th of July Wm. Bennett sailed 
in his sloop Eaglo from Sitka with a party 
of prospectors for Copper river and Ke- 
min peninsula. They expect to be absent 
15 months and arc thoroughly armed and 
equipped for exploration.

The up trip by this chart was made with 
out accident, but in coming down tho 
coast through Tongas Narrows, to (lie 
northward of Hold Island, the steamer 
struck a sunken rock in the centre of the 
ehannoi, not marked on tho chart, and 
camo to a halt. The rock appeared to be 
a smooth shell, and damaged the steamer 
but slightly, if any. After remaining 
there an hour or so tho tide floated tho 
steamer, and then she came on down tho 
coast without further accident. The 
shock was not sufficient to open her seams 
or cause her to leak. 

About !! o clock yesterday morning, just 
as tho steamer North Pacific was leaving 
tho wharf, a man was seen coming down 
Yesler's wharf under the influence of 
liquor. He was last heard by the watch- 
man of the steamer Messenger to walk up 
near the bow of that steamer where he 
stopped. But suddenly, about a minute 
after the walking ceased, ho heard a loud 
splash. The watchman saw the man 
struggling in the water and tried to save 
him, but he was swept away. A new 
stiff hat of latest style was picked up.

Notwithstanding fourstreams were poured 
on the building tho flames increased and 
tho firo became so hot that the crowd was 
forced off Front streot, but the liromoii 
remained. The Bank of British Colum- 
bia opposite caught firo, but a well di- 
rected, strong stroam reaching to the cor- 
nice prevented spread of tho flames and 
further damage, except tho bursting of 
all front windows.

HOT WORK IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 

En(?li3h Jlosorvfi3 Oftllod Out. 

Alexandria, Julv :'3.— After de- 
struction of the forts by I bo English 
Heel, the khedive sent for Arabi Pasha 
and asked him for a report, which 
Arabi refused. Dervisch Pasha, who 
was present, expressed surprise at 
Arabi'.; refusal after having qvyoru 
obedience to khedive. Angry words 
ensued between Derviseh and Arabi, 
the former reproaching the latter for 
not having followed his advice to dis- 
mantle the forts while the palace waB 
surrounded by troops. The khedive 
called for a riUe and Derviseh Pasha 
also prepared in defend himself. 

Yesterday the Bittern cruised oil 
Rosetta to reconnoitre, but did not ap- 
proach within tiring distance.

On appear- 
ance of the Bittern the men ntpod to 
their guns, but did not. fire.

The Times says the question of Turkish 
intervention is practically decided by Ihe 
fact that an expedition is about ti be sent 
without denuding district provinces i i 
troops, and even reducing the garrison oi 
Constantinople. Fifteen steamships have 
boon accepted or are under survey ,m 
transports. 

Tho authorities have decided not to 
send militia to garrison Malta or Gib- 
raltar. 

An eye witness from Taulah states that 
85 Europeans were tortured, disem- 
boweled and torn to pieces, and that 
women were violated anil tortured. Sol 
diers participated in the atrocities. 
Arabi Pasha's new government has 
issued a proclamation stating that every 
native molesting Christians will be shot. 
It is believed this is a mere form to cover 
themselves should they hereafter 
into our hands. 

The staff of the water works is hard at 
work cleaning out Roman cisterns for 
storage of water. It is a race between 
the falling level of the canal and the 
dauntless energy of engineers of the En- 
glish, If only water enough can be 
stored to tide over another month the 
Nile inundation will probably sweep 
away Arabi's dyke or rush amund it, and 
all will be well. 

There is enough water, if carefully 
used, for throe weeks. 

Alexandria, July 24. — The rebels are 
distributed as follows: dm; division out- 
side of Cairo, two regiments iu Cairo, two 
divisions at Kafrol Dwar, 3000 infantry 
at Hosetta, and 7000 at Damietta. Each 
division consists of four regiments of in 
fan try of 740 inon each, one regiment of 
artillery of 700 men and 36 guns.

Tho oe- 
upying force is entrenching at Itamloh.

The Egyptian projectiles burst to^ 
high to do any damage during the skir- 
mish to-day. In consequence of this fact 
British escaped heavy loss. Egyptians 
advanced btfdly, but without judgment, 
as they might easily have captured all 
mounted infanty. 

There is an unconfirmed report here, 
of a fanatical outbreak at Smyrna, in 
which many 'Christians were massacred. 

Alexandria; duly 24.— An Italian 
refugee says he saw 35 European bodies 
lying in the streets, i>f Tantah, and that 
intestines were being thing at windows 
and about the streets. Greeks' tlrroata 
were hacked with a penknife, and two 
English women were killed. Arabi Pasha 
[•tit on a train to carry away Christian 
survivors, and about 100 persons boarded 
it, but no sooner were they seated than 
a determined attempt was made to mur- 
der them, and was only frustrated by 
friendly natives causing the train to start. 

The inspector of Casdastre at Tantah, 
speaking of the massacre, says: i saw 
women carrying, i led to bludgeons, the 
dismembered arms and legs oi massacred 
Europeans. The soldiers and rabble 
fought for loot. A Bedouin sheik, with 
twenty Bedouins, saved inhabitants of 
the dewisli quarter ami took (hem to his 
village. Another sheik saved myself and 
party A mob from Alexandria murdered 
all the employes of Casdastre and their 
families and burned their bodies with pe- 
troleum. The mob lulled twelve Greeks. 
They tiod the viscera of one of tho vic- 
tims to the tail of a dog and covered him 
with petroleum, which was set on ftrc 
| amidst cries of woe from women and 
I children. The mob was ropulsed right 
i limes, and finally two sheiks arrived and 
dispersed it. 

PaUIS, Jul.v 21. In the deputies to- 
day the minister of marine moved a credit 
of 11,000,000 francs for protection of the 
•Suez canal. De Lesseps telegraphed that 
Arabi Pasha has declared his detormina- 
lion to respect its neutrality. 

Alkxaxdria, duly 25.— Tho outposts 
of \rabi Pasha have retired about 1,000 
yards and the British advanced about COO 
yard.i. There appears to be some dis- 
turbance iu Arabi's intrenchments, 

Paris, , Inly 25.— De Froycinet in re- 
plying I., a question, stated French oper- 
ation., tor protection of the Suez canal 
would not include an expedition to Cairo 
to instiru safely ol a fresh water supply. 

Cork, duly 25.- A proclamation was 
posted to-night calling out tho first-class 
army reserve tn assemble before the 2d 
of August. 

London, July 25. — It is understood a 
brigade of Guards will proceed to Cyprus, 
where it will be held in reserve. 

Alexanduia, July 2d. An officer who 
deserted from Arabi reports the rebels 
under protection of a ilag of truce push- 
ing forward the construction of fortiGca- 
ti.ms iu., miles from Aboukir. He also 
stales i b.a formidable preparations are 
being made around Rosetta. 

The . m piny ccs at Cadastre, who with 
i heir families were murdered at Sanlai, 
defended thomselves bravely against 
i heir assailants, many of whom were 
killed, until tho mob broke in the back of 
tho house and dispatched them. 

The apartments of (he brother of the 
Khedive at Bamlah palaco wero broken 
into and trunks broken open and l.-oted 
by English troops, and the goneral be- 
havior of the British enables mo to 
chronicle this as a singular exception to 
the good conduct of the troops. 

Ali Monbarrak Pasha advises the khe- 
dive to offer terms to rebels in order to 
detach them from Arabi Pasha. Ho sug- 
gests the khedive issue a proclamation 
fall j promising full pardon with retention of 
rank and privilege to all officials, military 
and naval, and Egyptians generally, who 
within a given time tender allegiance to 
the khedive, and warning them if they 
do not submit before the expiration of 
the time stated they will bo treated as 
rebels, Arabi and other members to be 
excepted by naino from amnesty, togeth- 
er with all persons convicted of having 
taken part in any massacre or any act of 
plunder or incendiarism. The advice of 
Ali Moulabriek Pasha is supported by a 
majority of Egyptians near the Khedivo, 
whose chief anxiety is to save their prop- 
erty and families. 

London, July 26.— A Constantinople 
correspondent says that it 'is reported 
that the Turkish authorities havo begun 
military preparations by concentrating a 
corps quartered in Albania and othor 
provinces.
